G.S.R. 1631.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of section 9 of the 
Sea Customs Act, 1878, (8 of 1878), the Central Board of Revenue herebv makes 
the following rules to further amend the Foreign Privileged Persons’ (Regula¬ 
tion erf Customs Privileges) Rules, 1057, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Forei^ Privileged Persons’ (Regulation of 
Customs Privileges) Amendment Rules, 1962. 

2. In the Foreign Privileged Persons’ (Regulation of Customs Privileges) 
Rules, 1957— 

(1) in rule 4, after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 

namely:—• 

“(4) Nothing in this rule shall apply to the sale or disposal otherwise 
of a motor vehicle in respect of which exemption from customs 
duty was given at the time of its importation or clearance from 
bond.”; 

(il) after rule 4, the following rule shall be inserted, namely;— 

“Permission for 4A. (1) No privileged person shall sell or otherwise 

the sales or dls^ dispose of any motor vehicle in respect of wluch 

posal of motor exemption from customs duty was given at the time 

vehicle. of its importation or clearance from bond except in 

accordance with sub-rule (2). 

(2) Any privileged person— 

(a) may sell or otherwise dispose of any motor vehicle referred to in 

sub-rule (1) to another privileged person; 

(b) without prejudice to his rights under clause (a), may, on relinquishing 

his post or on his transfer out of India, sell or otherwise dispose 
of any such motor vehicle only to the State Trading Corporation of 
India Limited; 

Provided that he may sell or otherwise dispose of the motor vehicle to 
any other non-prlvileged person on the State Trading Corpora¬ 
tion declining the offer so made; 

with fhe permission of 

(1) the Clentral Board of Revenue, if he sells or otherwise disposes of 
the motor vehicle to any person other than the State Trading 
(!k>rporation; '

(ii) the Government of India in the Ministry of External Affairs, if he 
sells or otherwise) disposes of the motor vehicle to the Slate Trad¬ 
ing Corporation. 

(3) (i) An application for sale or disposal otherwise of such motor vehicle- 
to a privileged person shall be made, in the Form in Appendix V, 
to the Central Board of Revenue through the Protocol Division, 
Ministry of External Affairs; 

(ii) An application for sale or disposal otherwise to the State Trading Cor¬ 
poration shall be made, In the Form in Appendix VI; to the Minis¬ 
try of External Affairs and that Ministry shall remit the applica¬ 
tion to the Central Board of Revenue, if the State Trading Corpora¬ 
tion has declined the offer so made”; 

(hi) in rule 5,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), alter the words “the Collector of Central Excise or 
Customs nearest to the headquarters of the privileged person con¬ 
cerned”, the words “except when a motor vehicle is sold or other¬ 
wise disposed of to the State Trading Corporation under clause 
(b) of sub-rule (2) of rule 4A”, shall be inserted; 

(h) after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, name¬ 
ly:— 

“(4) In respect of a motor vehicle sold or otherwise disposed of to the 
State Trading Corporation vmder clause (b) of sub-rule (21 of 
rule 4A, that Corporation shall pay the customs duty leviable 
thereon when the Corpoiation sells the motor vehicle and the pro¬ 
visions of sub-rule (1), (2) and (3) of this rule shall apply 

fnutatis mutandis,”; 

(iv) in rule 0, in the proviso, after the words “such goods”, the words “other 
than motor vehicles” shall be inserted; 

(v) in Appendix 1— 

(a) for the words “and that they would not be sold”, the words “and 

that the goods except motor vehicles would not be sold” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) after the words "customs duty, if any, payable thereon", the words 

“and that motor vehicles would not be sold or otherwise disposed 
of without the concurrence of the Central Board of Revenue if 
they are sold or otherwise disposed of to any person other than 
the State Trading (Corporation, or of the Ministry of External Affairs 
if they are sold or otherwise disposed of to the Corporation, and 
without payment of customs duty, if any, payable thereon”, shall 
be inserted; 

(vi) in Appendix Il¬ 
ia) for the words “and that they would not be sold”, the words “and 
that the goods except motor vehicles would not be sold” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) after the words "customs duty, if any, payable thereon”, the words 
“and that motor vehicles would not be sold or otherwise disposed 
of without the concurrence of the Central Board of Revenue if 
they are sold or otherwise disposed of to any person other than 
the State Trading Corporation or of the Ministry of External 
Affairs if they are sold or otherwise disposed of to the Colora¬ 
tion, and without payment of customs duly, if any, payable there¬ 
on.” shall be inserted; 

(vii) in Appendix III, in the first paragraph, for the words “before selling 
this vehicle in India”, the words “in case I sell the motor vehicle to 
any person other than the State Trading Corporation and the Minis¬ 
try of External Affairs, in case I sell the motor vehicle to the State 
Trading Corporation”, shall be substituted; 

(viii) in Appendix IV, in the first paragraph, for the words “before selling 
this vehicle in India”, the words “in case I sell the motor vehicle to 
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any person other than the State Trading Corporation and the Minis¬ 
try ol External Affairs, in case I sell the motor vehicle to the State 
Trading Corporation”, shall be substituted; 

(ix) after Appendix V, the following Appendix shall be added, namely:^
